Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

2. After a thorough search and examination of the present application, a telephone 
interview conducted on April 25, 2006, and in light of the prior art made of record and 
Applicant's response of May 16, 2006, Claims 3, 9-13 and 19-33 are allowed. 

Drawings 

3. The Drawings filed on January 23, 2004 are accepted. 

Reason for Allowable 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the Examiner's Office Action for Final Rejection of February 17, 2006, U.S.C. § 
103, rejections was primarily based on Salom: "METHOD AND SYSTEM FOR 
GENERATING NEW BUSINESS", U.S. Patent Application 2003/0167175, filed 
September 4, 2003; in view of Wilkinson: "INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY FINANCIAL 
MARKETS METHOD AND SYSTEM", U.S. Patent Application 2001/0034695, filed 
October 25, 2001 ; and further in view of Couchman: Oracle DBA Certification Exam 
Guide, Oracle® Press, 1998; Will the real VLDB conference please stand up. Pages 8- 
14, ACM SIGMOD Record, Vol. 12, issue 3, April 1982; and Watanabe et al.: 
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"METHOD. APPARATUS, SYSTEM AND PROGRAM STORAGE DEVICE FOR 
DISTRIBUTED INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY", U.S. Patent 6157947, issued December 
5, 2000. 

In the response filed May 16, 2006, based on the interview summary filed April 25, 
2006, to the Final Rejection. Applicant clarified subject matter as claimed and further 
agreed to amend independent claims 3 and 33 to include the subject matter of 
collecting an archival fee for each archived IP accepted for archival; and 
establishing a separate endowment fund for each archived IP from the archival 
fee collected for that archived IP; 

wherein each endowment fund generates enduring funding for the 
maintenance and operation of the information storage and retrieval archival 
system to assure continued availability of the corresponding archived IP 
regardless whether there is user fee based access thereto. 

After a thorough search for the prior art conducted on EAST database and domains 
(NPL-ACM, Google, NPL-IEEE), a detailed examination of the search results, a follow- 
up review of the search results, and reviewing the reference of "Reynolds et al.: 
"INTERACTIVE WEB BOOK SYSTEM", U.S. Patent 6,052,717, issued 4/18/2000, the 
Examiner is persuaded and has maintained the position that the prior art searched and 
made of record does not teach the following subject matter: 
collecting an archival fee for each archived IP accepted for archival; and 
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establishing a separate endowment fund for each archived IP from the archival 
fee collected for that archived IP; 

wherein each endowment fund generates enduring funding for the maintenance 
and operation of the information storage and retrieval archival system to assure 
continued availability of the corresponding archived IP regardless whether there 
is user fee based access thereto 

as stated in the independent clainns 3 and 33. 

The dependent claims 9-13 and 19-32. depending on claims 3 and 33. respectively, 
also distinct from the prior art for the same reason.
